This is a decision on the petition, filed June 10, 2005, to revive the above-identified application under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b).

In the event that such an inquiry has not been made, petitioner must make such an inquiry. If such 
inquiry results in the discovery that it is not correct that the entire delay in filing the required reply from 
the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 3 7(b) was 
unintentional, petitioner must notify the Office.
